a@ cenotaph. Other schemes 
of utilitarian character were 
considered, and passed over.

that no other feelings than those 
of honour and remembrance 
should be associated with the 
memorial. The Cenotaph will be 
erected at the junction of the 
Bund and Avenue Edward VII; 
not on the site originally suggest- 
ed (at the side” of, the road 
between: the Sigoel Tower 
and the Tramway kiosk), but in 
the centre, at a point where lines 
drawn down the centre of the 
Bund end of the Avenue would 
meet, In this case, the tram lines 
will have to be diverted to either 
side of the memorial. Shanghat 
architects are to be asked to 
submit designs for the Cenotaph, 
and presumably they will base 
them upon Home _ models, 
with due allowance for local 
conditions and , space at 
command.

“H. G." recently wrote to a 
Home journal:— , . 

Before very long—the sooner 

the better. most people think: -—-we ° 


shall have to revert to a gold} 


currency. such as we had before 
the war. Currency notes may or 
may not disappear: bit those at 
any rate in circulation will have 
to be convertible. You must be 
able to get a gold sovereign for 
your scrap of paper when you 
present it at the Bank. Gold coins 
will then be circulasing almost as” 
freely as before. But not, let us 
hape, exactly as before. 

There was something wrong 
about that pre-war sovereign. The 
same coin that in 1900 bought 
(say) 120 eggs, in 1910 only enabl- 
ed you to ge, 100. The same sort 
of thing hagened at the butchers 
orthe toyshop. the ironmonger’s 
or the tailor’s. It was an identical 
coin, yet # totally different one 
for all the use that could be made 
otit. What would we think ofa 
fout-rule that “did not go as far” 
jn 1910.as it did in-1900?

No good purpose can he served by shutting our eyes to the fact 
that the anti-Bolshevik forces in Russia are having a rough time 
. Of it at the present moment. Both Admiral Koltchax and General 
Denikin have experienced masty set-backs uf late, and now Eastern 
Siberia’ is threatened by the Bolshevik hordes. So serious has the 
Position become that one of yesterday's telegrams spoke ofa esurp 
@etat at the Headquarters of (tenera] Denikin, the Teported conse- 
quence being the establishment of a new Government and the 
replacing of General Denikin by another military commander.’ The 
whole question, at the ‘moment, is .whether the onrush of the 
Bolsheviks can be stayed, and in this connection the only hore 
appears to lay in the presence of Japanese troops in Siberia. Here 
Japan has been given a free hand, with the apparent approval of tha 
the United States, which fact is attracting mich attention in 
"France, where it is regarded not without some misgiving. 
It is not too much to say that. Japan's positiun in Siberia“ and 
her eventual intentions there raise an issue of great importance. 
“A high authority has expressed the view inthe Daily Muil that 
the presence of the Japanese in Eastern Siberia will provo the 
salvation of the territory and of Manchuria from Bo!shevi-t control, 
Well, we sincerely hope that it. may have tbis effect. The spread 
of Bolshevism must be stopped somehow, and Japan hasa splendid 
opportunity of serving humanity by acting as the stumbling block. 
Of her ability to check Bolshevik activity in Siberia we ‘have little 
doubt. But there are other issues involved in Japan's pres2nes 
here, ‘end it is on these that Le Satin expresses grave misgivings. 
This journal says that the fear. of Bolshevism is going'te give Japan 
@ supremacy which neither the triumphs of the Russo-Japan War 
mor the negotiations with the Entent3 during the European 
War sere able to secure for her, adding that Japan is 
destined to play an important role in- European polities 
one of these days, for Siberia means a/stratezic cniry into 
Europe froin the Eest. “Japan has at length ent her.’ Canada’ 
in vast Siberia,” says thix «aper, remarking that “it is the nucleus 
of a formidable Empire.” These fears of the French may be rather 
. over-stated, but that Japan's foothold in Siberia may hive effects 
of the utmost international importance wa can well believe. And 
it does look as though the Japanese have Feon displaving cosider- 
able diplomatic foresight’ in dealing with the situation which has 
ar'sen, 
“The Detly Mail's“ high authority * whom we ha 
makes us smile when he discounts the idea of Ja 
territorial claims in East Siberia, his experience having taug*t him 
that the Japanese have an innate dislike for cold climates! We 
aré afraid that the Japanese peoples’ climatic preferences are not 
likely to prove the determining factor in any territorial ambitions 
. which the Japanese Government may have in view. Granted that 
uny country has an eye on the wonderful resources of guch a great 
undeveloped territory as Siberia, it is acarcely imaginable that its 
Government would hold back merely because of its peoples’ dislike 
for cold weather. No; that is not quite a convincing argument: 
its use will probably make the Japanese. smile also. Cold climatic 
‘conditions have not hindered Japan from getting ‘a good grip of 
" Manchuria, and they are not likely to be a stumbling block any- 
where elae. That sort of chaff may do to catch Daily Mail birds; 
it is scarcely likely to deceive those who know the East and its 
Broblema.. ye ee ; ° 
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ABOUT PUBLIC SERVICES. 

To a good many visitors it is 
given to. see the public services 
of Hongkong in a more critical 
light than residents, who, by 
familiarity, have largely grown 
tolerant. T+ was one such visitor 
who tosk upon himself the other 
day the giving of a few remarks 
tegarding the ferry ‘service, ke 
being inspired to do so by having 
seen the steamer and lighter 
provided for the conveyance of 
motor cars from one side of the 
harbour to the other. Regarding 
the passenger boats, too, he had 
a fow caustic remarks to make. 
He was a man who had 
done a deal of globe-trotting 
and had memories of what he 
had seen in live and up-to. 
date Ports and, as everyone well 


‘knows, it is ludicrous to compare, 


the service here with such places, 
say, as New York, or even Liver- 
pool, But what his remarks did 
serve to bring out very forcibly 
was what a conservative place 
Hongkong really is as regards 
the improvements of its public 
services. For more years than 
most residents can probably re- 
member, here, the “Star '’ boats 
bave done the trip, and, notwith- 
standing the vastly inereased 
population that is now living on 
the Peninsula, few changes 
have been effected in the suit- 
ability -of the boats’ or pos- 
sibly even seriously thought 
of. One has to remember that, 
despite what some short-sighted 
people are inclined to think to 
the contrary, Kowloon and the 
adjacent districts are destined in 
a few years to become of even 
more importance. Both passenger 
and goods traffic will increase 
enormously, and the provision of 
a service of up-to-date boats, suit- 
ahle for the handling of all classes 
of traffic is @ much nearer pro- 
‘biem than some people think, 
The present ferry-boats have done 
wonderful. work in all weathers, 
but there will be no gainsaying 
the fact that the needs have out- 
grown what these boats can now 
give. Whether it would he a 
paying commersial proposition to 
provide a better fleet now and 
defray the cost uf the other work 
that would be neéessary we have 
no very clear ides, but there cer- 
tainly are those vho ‘think 
strongly that it would and that it 
would constitute at the same 
time a progressive departure 
already overlong delayed. 


AND WHAT OF THE PEAK? 


Oar Peak Tramway 
certainly does await improve- 
ment, and it does mot . need 
visitors to point that out. The 
provision for the service is ahout 
as complete a3 it could be in the 
circumstances, but it ig in regard 
to the running of the service 
where matters could be bettered.
